Ways and Means cominitt- e wool bill 
as the bent that could be obtain* d in 
view of the necessity of guarding the 
Treasury against a shortage in rev­ 
enue as a result of the d : hoc rat ic 
attempt to revise the 
tariff 
down­ 
ward. Democratic senators were as 
outspoken in their expressions of ap­ 
proval of fie action of the caucus 
and of the wool bill as members of 
the house. All seemed to feel that tak­ 
ing it all around, the bill is one that 
reflects credit on the committee that 
trained it and will meet the approba­ 
tion of democratic tariff reformers 
every w here.
